1. (Currently Amended) A document process system comprising: 

a scan process section which reads documents, photographs and dr awings, so as to 
obtain an electronic document; 

a scan parameter recognition section which recognizes information regarding a scan 
condition including information required for executing a division/ coupling process with 
respect to the electronic document obtained at the scan proces s section; 

a scan parameter database which stores the information recog nized by the scan 
parameter recognition section; 

a division/coupling process section which executes a division/coupling process with 
respect to the electronic document bv referring to the information stored in th e scan parameter 
database; 

an input section which inputs information, when information input i s required during 
execution of the division/coupling process at the division/coupling process section; and 

a register process section which registers processed document data , when the 
division/coupling process is executed bv referring to information in put from the input section 
and information stored in the scan parameter database. 

input m e ans for inputting a condition for dividing a road electronic document and 
reconstructing the e lectronic document, and document r e gistration information; 

document division process moans for dividing the e l e ctronic document road by a 
singl e operation, on tho basis of tho condition input by tho input moans; and 

a buffer for temporarily storing tho ol e ctronic document divided by th e docum e nt 
division proc e ss m e ans. 

2. (Currently Amended) The document process system according to claim 1, 
wherein said input m e ans section is provided with a display for inputting the a condition for 
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dividing the read electronic document and reconstructing the electronic document , and th e 
docum e nt registration information . 

3. (Currently Amended) The document process system according to claim [[1]] 
2, wherein said docum e nt division /coupling process m e ans section divides the electronic 
document read by a plurality of operations, on the basis of the condition input by the input 
means section . 

4. (Currently Amended) The document process system according to claim 1, 
wherein said docum e nt division /coupling process m e ans section comprises a division process 
means, a division set process means, and a division inquire process means. 

5. (Currently Amended) The document process system according to claim 4, 
wherein said division set process means sets division information on the basis of the 
condition input by the input m e an s section . 

6. (Previously Presented) The document process system according to claim 5, 
wherein said division process means divides the electronic document on the basis of the 
division information set by the division set process means. 

7. (Previously Presented) The document process system according to claim 6, 
wherein said division inquire process means executes a process to prompt information input 
where the information input is required at a time of a process execution in the division 
process means.

9. (Currently Amended) The document process system according to claim 1, 
wherein said document the register process m e ans section executes document registration to 
said a predetermined one of a plurality of document management systems on the basis of the 
electronic document and the document registration information stor e d in th e buff e r .

14. (Currently Amended) A document process system comprising: 

input m e ans for inputting a condition for coupling a r e ad e l e ctronic document and 
reconstructing th e e lectronic docum e nt, and document registration information; 

docum e nt coupling process m e ans for coupling th e el e ctronic document read, on the 
basis of the condition input by the input means; and 

a buffer for temporarily storing the el e ctronic document coupl e d by the docum e nt 
coupling proc e ss m e ans. 

scan process means for reading documents, photographs and drawings, so as to obtain 
an electronic document; 

scan parameter recognition means for recognizing information regarding a scan 
condition including information required for executing a division/coupli ng process with 
respect to the electronic document obtained by the scan process means; 

scan parameter storage means for storing the information recognized by the scan 
parameter recognition means; 

division/coupling process means for executing a division/coupling proc ess with 
respect to the electronic document by referring to the information stored in the scan parameter 
storage means; 

input means for inputting information, when information input is required during 
execution of the division/coupling process by the division/coupling proces s means; and 

register process means for registering processed document data, when the 
division/coupling process is executed by referring to information input from the inp ut means 
and information stored in the scan parameter storage means. 

15. (Currently Amended) The document process system according to claim 14, 
wherein said docum e nt division/ coupling process means couples the electronic document 
read by a plurality of operations, on the basis of the condition input by the input means. 
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16. (Currently Amended) The document process system according to claim 14, 
wherein said docum e nt division/ coupling process means comprises a coupling process means, 
a coupling set process means, and a coupling inquire process means.

21. (Currently Amended) The document process system according to claim 1, 
further comprising a division/coupling buffer, wherein the electronic document divided by the 
document division /coupling process means is stored in the division/coupling buffer as a 
plurality of separate and distinct electronic documents. 

22. (New) The document process system according to claim 1 , further 
comprising: 

a division/coupling set information database which stores set information regarding a 
document to be divided or coupled, wherein the set information includes excess document 
process information regarding a first process to be performed on an excess part of the 
electronic document after having been divided by the division/coupling process section, 
wherein the first process is capable of being set different from a second process by which a 
non-excess part of the electronic document is operated upon. 

23 . (New) The document process system according to claim 1 4, further 
comprising: 

division/coupling set information storage means for storing set information regarding 
a document to be divided or coupled, wherein the set information includes excess document 
process information regarding a first process to be performed on an excess part of the 
electronic document after having been divided by the division/coupling process means, 
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wherein the first process is capable of being set different from a second process by which a 
non-excess part of the electronic document is operated upon. 
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
